1, CL Cl passedLCL _U memo per Headquarters' request raising the various 
matters Frank Grade brought to the attention of Braham regarding his reception 
in the free world and the status of certain Albanians in Austria, A joint unity 
meeting was held with Kaempfer who urged the backers to continue their close 
association with HTNEIGH rather than pull out, requested HTNEIGH be permitted to 
nominate representatives in Turkey and England, arid urged their Athens representatives 
be permitted to be more active politically. As a 'final point Kaempfer requested 
careful consideration be given to increasing the HTNEIGH subsidy to permit larger 
payments to committee . members , 

18 June
